training a soldier here g o es th rou gh 


not only familiarizes him with every 
phase of gunnery but that if he does 
not score as a marksman he is washed 
out. And they remember that in 
the old days of the border ‘ there 
was none of the mathematics that 
goes with today’s shocting in the air 
they are learning down here." 
The U. S. Army figures it would 
be worthwhile for other Americans 
to get to know aerial gunners as 
well as those borderline Texans do. 
That is why it virtually turned over 
the school to William Pine, a Holly­ 
wood contingent here and made a 
feature, ’ Aerial Gunner," which is 
ready to be shown in 
theaters 
throughout the country. 
Today men in this town may be 
seen wearing 10-gallon hats and 
toting side arms, some of them 
showing old-school pearl handles 
jutting out of holsters. They are 
law-abiding citizens, many of them 
ranchers who have been accustomed 
to six-shooters or automatics since 
childhood. They have great respect 
for aerial gunners and laughingly 
admit they would "hate to think" 
what would happen to the toughest 
of the old outlaws “if one of these 
boys ever went to work on him.” 
“Own Shootin’ Contest" 
Typical here of such law-abiding 
citizens who tote guns is Pryor Dil­ 
lard. A rancher, he also gets around 
once a month here and in Mercedes 
to auctioning off cattle in $100,000 


consignments. Pryor can’t remember I 
when he first started shooting, but 
he never went to school to learn it. I

(By Waited FrH i) 
MILWAUKEE—Chalk up another 
victory for the railroads In their 
effort to speed up vital war-time 
traffic and prevent rail tieups be­ 
fore they occur. 
Under direction of William Bra- 
zitis, the engineering department of 
I he Association of American Rail­ 
roads has perfected a device that 
can detect hidden or surface flaws 
in steel rails which would cause 
untold thousands of dollars damage 
to war-time freight in wrecks from 
sudden rail breaks. 
The detector car was built in the 
Milwaukee road shops here, and 
made its maiden trip recently be­ 
tween here and Green Bay, Wis. 
Brazltis reported it worked per­ 
fectly except for minor adjustment« . 
Built in two units—one operating, 
the other detecting—the car travels 
as fast as 45 miles per hour on 
power supplied by a 130 horsepower 
motor. This motor also furnished 
power for the generator needed to 
energize the magnetic pickup« rest­ 
ing on each rail 
Brazitls revealed that an electro­ 
magnetic field energizes the rails, 
making 
them 
a semi-permanent 
magnet. The pickup apparatus on 
the car moves through this residual 
magnetism and surface or hidden 
rail defect« are set up in a local 
field, carrying an impulse to ampli­ 
fiers similar in construction to a 
home radio. 
These impulses, in turn, are car-
